During 1923, Great Brit- 
ain imported 50,000 
equals hundredweight) grapefruit, 
over 1922 imports. Official figures 
for 1924 are not available but one 
large importer expresses the opinion 
that the sales grapefruit have con- 
tinued increase throughout 1924. 
1928, the United States supplied 
per cent grapefruit, about 
28,000 compared with 19,- 
000 1922, when furnished 
per cent total imports. 

The past year has seen number 
advertising schemes inaugurated 
England for advertising fruit, and 
thought that considerable de- 
velopment this direction will 
ably take place the near future.

Mixing Emulsified Mineral Lubricating 


Oils With Deep-Well Water and 
Lime-Sulp Solutions 


Yothers, Entomologist, Insect Investigations, Bureau Entomology,

More than half the citrus groves 
Florida are located artesian-well 
districts. large proportion the 
finer grades fruit are grown 
groves that are dependent wholly 
part upon water from deep wells 
for spraying purposes. The water 
from these wells known hard 
water, containing compounds cal- 
cium, magnesium, sulphur, and other 
minerals such proportions that the 
ordinary unstabilized oil emulsions 
will not mix with unless the water 
has been previously treated. 

Methods Treating Deep-Well 

Water 

For several years the citrus growers 
treated the water with caustic-potash 
fishoil soap before the emulsion was 
added it. This method consisted 
simply adding soap the water 
until free oil greasy scum 
formed when the emulsion was poured 
in. The quantity soap necessary 
accomplish this varied for the dif- 
ferent wells, and each grower had 
determine this trial. small but 
measured quantity soap wag dis- 
solved barrel water and left 
standing few minutes before the 
emulsion was added. greasy scum 
formed, the quantity soap was in- 
sufficient. For the next trial larger 
proportion soap was used and the 
emulsion added before. This was 
rather expensive method, since the 
water from some deep wells required 
lons, while most them required be- 
tween 1-2 and poundg each. 

less expensive method was de- 
sirable, and was found that com- 
bination caustic soda and fishoil 
soap gave most excellent results. Con- 
siderable experimental work proved 
th&t ounces caustic soda and from 
cient for any deep-water well Flor- 
ida thus far tested. The caustic soda 
was dissolved small quantity 
water, which was then poured into 
the water used for spraying.

Value Combination Sprays 

the southeastern United States and 
the West Indies often necessary 
spray for rust mites with some 
form sulphur and about the 
same time spray for white flies and 
scale insects with emulsion made 
lubricating oils. For many years 
soda-sulphur and 
lutions have been combined with the 
oil emulsion for this 
reasonably satisfactory results. The 
oil emulsion only partially effective 
against rust mites, while the soda- 


sulphur has little effect upon’ 


white flies and scale insects, the 
rate dilution usually employed. 
This mixture compatible, and the 
resultant spray material 
when soft waters are used. 
The soda-sulphur solution, according 
the experiments, will not render 
deep-well water miscible 
emulsion. can, however, substi- 
tuted for the caustic soda the for- 
mula wherein caustic soda and fishoil 
soap are used.

While this combination has been 
generally satisfactory, the in- 
dicate that the soda-sulphur potash- 
sulphur solutions when applied alone 
are not very satisfactory spray 
control rust mites. any rate,

satisfactory the lime-sulphur solu- 
tion. was therefore thought prob- 
able that better combination spray 
would result the oil emulsions were 
used with the lime-sulphur solution, 
and that the combination would re- 
tain the better properties each 
spray. 

Although any good unstabilized oil 
emulsion will mix with the soda-sul- 
this not the case with the lime-sul- 
phur solution. After much experimen- 
tation and several years practical 
application citrus groves has 
been found that oil emulsion which 
has been stabilized with any one 
several different colloidal substances 
will mix with practically all deep- 
well waters Florida. These stabil- 
ized oil emulsions will also mix with 
lime-sulphur solutions, making com- 
bination spray for white flies, scale 
insects, and rust mites, 
were conducted from 1916 1919 
determine whether oil emulsion 
could mixed with lime-sulphur 
solution make satisfactory com- 
bination spray. While these experi- 
were under way, 
tained patent covering the use 
glue stabilizer for oil emulsions 
that they will mix with lime-sulphur 
solutions. This combination has been 
very effective controlling red spi- 
ders fruit trees Cal- 
ifornia. 

Methods Applying Colloidal 
Substances. 

Experiments conducted the writ- 
ers during the past six years show 
that certain colloidal substances, such 
casein, milk, skimmed-milk pow- 
der, gelatin, corn meal, wheat flour, 
corn starch, and laundry starch are 
equal glue stabilizers render- 
ing oil emulsions miscible not only 
with deep-well waters but also with 
lime-sulphur solutions various di- 
lutions ranging from 1-10 1-100. 

These materials may divided into 
two classes: 

(1) Those which are most effective 
when not heated 170 deg. F., such 
casein, gelatin, skimmed-milk pow- 
der, and glue. 

(2) Those which are most effect- 
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ive when heated almost the boiling 
point, such cornstarch and laundry 
starch, wheat flour, and corn meal. 

There are several methods using 
these materials stabilizers. Per- 
haps the most practical add 
them the emulsion just before 
poured into the spray tank 
diluted lime-sulphur solution deep- 
well water. this method 
lowed, danger from fermentation 
other deterioration avoided. 

use the materials that not re- 
quire heat, simply dissolve them 
either cold hot water and then pour 
the solution into the emulsion. 

use the materials that require 
heat, necessary make them 
into paste heating; afterwards 
they may added the emulsion. 
These stabilizers may added the 
emulsion just after has been made 
and barreled. The same directions 
for their use should followed 
when they are used once. 
When this method used, the 
emulsion kept more than 
three four days summer for 
somewhat longer period winter, 
strong preservative should added 
prevent fermentation. For this pur- 
pose add from three-fourths per 
cent pure carbolic acid, about 
the same liquor cresolis compo- 
situs. The stabilized emulsions de- 
teriorate rapidly, and they should 
used soon after mixing. The operat- 
should proceed small scale 
first and gradually enlarge the op- 
erations success justifies.

resulting precipitate calcium soap 
should very fine, and greasy 
scum will come the surface.

tate this combination slowly while 
being applied. 

use stabilized oil emulsion 
with deep-well water, all that nec- 
essary simply add the wa- 
ter the spray tank.

The Insects’ Side the Question

or. gardens frequently remark that 
there seems one more insect 
pest for every variety cultivated 
plant, and that this condition affairs 
but recently has begun prevail.

crops are increasing variety, 
not number, doubt perfectly 
true. Many the insects were pres- 
ent America, living native 
plants, before man begun cultivate 
the land. They did not become pests, 
however, until man’s conversion the 
natural dwelling places 
sects into vast grain fields, orchards, 
vegetable gardens robbed the in- 
sects their ordinary food, and 
altered their environmental condi- 
tions force more less com- 
plete change their habits life. 
There are now millions acres 
corn and wheat where nothing but 
prairie grass grew few hundred 
years ago, while thousands acres 
present are devoted the produc- 
tion apples and other originally 
exotic fruits, where the native forest 
trees the land reigned supreme 
before the advent the white man 
the United States. The produc- 
tion cotton, really 
plant, throughout the southern por- 
tion the United States, another 
example the great changes wrought 
the efforts man produce 
bulk those plants products most 
suited man’s needs fancy, with- 
out sufficient regard the result 
upon the insects native the soil. 
All this has resulted more less 
complete upset the nice biological 
balance, ordinarily maintained na- 
ture, and, therefore, should not 
surprised that these crops artific- 
ially grafted the plant population 
the country should speedily de- 
voured native insects which natur- 
ally prefer not starve where their 
ordinary plants have been re- 
moved. 

addition this system man’s 
meddling with nature’s schemes, the 
space-annihilating transportation 
cilities introduced man have fur- 
for the compulsory dis- 
tribution some native insects which 
originally were harmless beneficial 
their For example, the or- 
dinary bug was accustomed 
feed upon prickly weed the potato

Grower and His Rewar 


Address Hon. Rhodes, the Chamber Commerce Fruit 
Growers’ Luncheon, Winter Haven, Fla., Jan. 


During the slow, dreamy, sluggish 


ages the past, when the famous 
public speakers from Demosthenes 
Webster and Gladstone were regaling 
and enlightening the minds the 
world with logic, and stirring its pop- 
ulation action with oratory, was 
easy entertain and instruct au- 
dience. During this period each com- 
munity was practically little world 
itself. Slow, inaccurate, uncertain 
methods communication, even coun- 
ties and states were ignorant what 
their neighboring sections were doing. 
There was very little entertainment 
available the average town com- 
when public speakers brought mes- 
sages containing news, the endeavors 
and achievements other sections 
the country discussed new scien- 
tific, industrial, economic political 
questions, and they were hailed with 
joy, listened and appreciated. 

But this reckless, checkless, 
lightning age with the telephone, tel- 
egraph, wireless, radio and the press 
making the news the world avail- 
able everyone, and great orations 
and other entertainments are brought 
the homes teeming millions for 
the mere trouble listening in, 
more difficult obtain and hold the 
attention audience than any 
period since the morning time. 

And especially the discussion 
subjects pertaining the oldest art 
vocation man; industry that 
has been kept the limelight the 
press, extolled the politician, com- 
mended from the pulpit, authorized 
Deity and patronized everybody. 
difficult tell the old story 
new language. 


Agriculture being the world’s basic 
industry, the source food and rai- 
ment for all humanity and the only 
vocation that can guarantee the staff 
life the people the earth and 
prevent them from being victims 
starvation should fostered, en- 
couraged, developed, maintained, pro- 
tected and made profitable, and fruit 
growing, which was founded the Gar- 
den Eden and practiced later 
Noah and every year since, should 
likewise fostered and made profit- 
able. 


American agriculture and horticul- 
ture has arrived period their 
existence when maximum produc- 


tion yielding minimum profit, 
yielding net income, when the far- 
mers whole are working for noth- 
ing they are furnishing their invest- 
ment and equipment for nothing. 


The value all agricultural prop- 
erty 1919 $79,600,000,000. 
has depreciated value 1924 
$59,400,000,000. this total farm 
wealth $79,600,000,000 the farmers 
only owned $48,500,000,000. 1924 
this $48,500,000,000 had depreciated 
$33,400,000,000. This deprecia- 
tion the total agricultural wealth 
loss the wealth that the farmers 
really owned $15,100,000,000, 
loss per annum for the last five years 
$3,020,000,000. The present agri- 
which the farmers are paying av- 
erage per cent, $840,000,000. 
the debt $14,000,000,000 was de- 
ducted from the $33,400,000,000 which 
the farmers hold, would leave them 
less than $20,000,000,000. 


During these five years the average 
net income per farm per day was 
per capita for our farm pop- 
ulation, and 1919, which was the 
best agricultural year that the farm- 
ers the United States ever had, 
with income $15,830,000,000 and 
the net income was only $4,954,000,000 
but 1920 the gross income was $12,- 
782,000,000 and the net income was 
only $438,000,000 and during these five 
years the average farmer who owned 
his farm did not receive much 
his hired man, and his investment

Agriculture cannot long stand pres- 
ent conditions nor can industry and 
commerce expect permanent prosper- 
ity even normal business conditions 
while one-third our population have 
their purchasing power reduced 
half. 


Our agricultural question today 
serious one. fact agriculture 
trial for its life. Once had our sla- 
very question, then the problem 
preserving and protecting our infant 
industries. Then had our labor 
question, settled the slavery ques- 
tion with fire and blood, our infant in- 
dustries have become colossal giants, 
labor reaping golden harvest, 


agriculture, the basic foundation 


all activities, has perplex- 
ing problems and grave questions wait- 
ing for What are going 
about it? Shall agriculture con- 
tinue our basic industry? Shall 
maintain the value its hard- 
earned acres? Shall continue 
keep our cities, towns 
alive? Shall become prosperous 
and have income commensurate 
with 20th century civilization and 
thereby continue support and save 
the nation being its maintenance 
time peace and its bulwark 
time war? 


shall exist merely feed the 
mouths and fill the coffers indus- 
try and commerce? Shall give 
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small wage that every man in- 
telligence, energy and independence 
crowding the ranks industry? Shall 
Americans repelled from the ranks 
agriculture until the bars im- 
migration must let down bring 
the cheap peasant labor from Europe 
and Asia till our deserted acres? 

These are vital questions, they are 
fundamental and economic and should 
honestly and seriously considered 
rather than made the political foot- 
ball partisan politics. All the farm- 
er’s ills cannot removed legis- 
lation, much their troubles re- 
quires home cure. But when 
through legislative protection the 
manufacturer farm implements can 
increase the price their output 150 
per cent decade, while the staple 
crops cultivated and harvested with 
this machinery have sold the 
world’s market price fixed 
world’s conditions, and competi- 
tion with the crops produced peas- 
ant labor increase less than 
must conclude that the farmer has al- 
lowed himself forgotten, the 
councils the nation. 

The penurious income from agricul- 
tural investment, starvation 
wages for farm labor 
changed production 
alone, for small crops have brought 
the farmer more money than the large 
ones, nor can the farmer succeed prac- 
ticing primitive wasteful method 
marketing, paying the price demand- 
when buys and accepting the 
price offered when sells. 

All students agricultural 
nomics are agreed that our marketing 
system too cumbersome, too indi- 
rect, too unrelated and that there 
too much slack the line between 
production and consumption, that toll 
gates must removed and the bridge 
shortened between the producer and 
the consumer. 

One remedy for our agricultural 
ficulties seems better distribu- 
tion and orderly marketing. This ap- 
plies citrus fruits. 

takes cooperative effort change 
long-established systems and right 
firmly-intrenched wrongs; therefore 
the farmers are slowly surely 
turning toward cooperative market- 
ing. Every student economics, and 
every one familiar with marketing 
Systems knows and are agreed one 
thing: that there must some 
changes agricultural decay will fol- 
low, and when agricultural decay 
comes, the nation will crumble and 
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should improve our methods. And 
there not industry, profession, 
vocation calling, earth, outside 
the insane asylum, that would toil, 
produce, distribute and sell their prod- 
ucts for five years without any profit, 
and the same time lose billions 
dollars depreciation value 
equipment, that would not either quit 
business change their system. 

There are, round numbers, 
000 acres of. oranges, grapefruit and 
tangerines Florida, divided into 
groves contain 11,000,000 bear- 
ing and 7,000,000 non-bearing trees. 
There also some acreage Satsu- 
mas north and northwest Florida. 
These citrus groves produce aver- 
age nearly two boxes the tree, 
little more than 20,000,000 boxes. 

Under normal conditions the crop 
should net the grower least $30,- 
000,000, and other people the state 
would receive present for 
freight, express, boat charges, insur- 
ance, interest, taxes, labor, salaries, 
picking, handling, selling, advertising, 
auto expense, repairs, inspection, 
straps, strips and crates, not less 
than $35,000,000, making the total in- 
come the state from the industry 
$65,000,000. There approximately 
$60,000,000 more received people 
outside Florida for advertising, 
transportation charges, wholesale and 
retail profits. present the ulti- 
mate consumer paying $125,000,000 
annually for Florida citrus fruits. This 
Florida’s most valuable soil crop 
and one its greatest assets, and 
small industry, for amounts 
about $65 per capita for the entire 
population the state. 

The possible production the fu- 
ture There perhaps 
county Florida that not 
grow some citrus fruit. But there are 
grapefruit and tangerines for commer- 
cial purposes. These counties have 
land acreage 22,227,320 acres. 
Undoubtedly per cent, 5,500,000 
acres this, would grow citrus trees. 
The counties north and west 
Florida that not grow oranges, 
grapefruit and tangerines for sale 
car lots have land area 13,928,- 
540 acres. Certainly 3,500,000 acres 
this land would grow Satsumas. 
there not less than 9,000,000 acres 
land Florida that will grow cit- 
rus fruits. 

There less than 170,000 acres 
the 260,000 acres now planted cit- 
rus groves the counties bear- 
ing. The smallest one these coun- 
ties has area 187,250 acres.

counties were crowded into the 
smallest citrus county, there would 
17,520 acres left. The 5,500,000 
acres citrus land the citrus belt 
gives room for more than times 
count the 3,500,000 acres land suit- 
able for growing Satsumas, could 
have times many acres citrus 
now have. And only 170,000 
the 260,000 acres are bearing. There 
grow times much citrus fruit 
are now producing. This, course, 
will not done, but with 7,000,000 
trees already groves come into 
bearing, with new developments going 
rapidly the citrus sections, and 
with the eyes the world Florida, 
the lure the climate and the charm 
the citrus environment, the indus- 
try will steadily grow and its produc- 
tion increase.

The citrus crop the world will 
furnish only one box fruit per an- 
num every people, yet there has 
been and ample production 
citrus fruit for present demand. There 
also room expand the industry 
and increase production Florida, for 
not more than one-half one per cent 
the population the world are 
eating citrus fruits, and less than ten 
per cent the people the United 
States are consuming them.

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The Banana Plant 


Abstract From Anonymous Article Bulletin The Imperial Institute 


The plants which produce the ba- 
nana fruits commerce belong the 
genus Musa which several species 
are known. Only two species, how- 
ever, concerned the banana fruit in- 
dustry; these are Musa sapientum 
and Musa Cavendishii. the former 
belongs the variety, “Gros Michel,” 
which the principal kind grown 
Central America and Jamaica. 

This variety rapidly growing 
herbaceous perrennial, attaining 
height which varies according the 
richness the soil which 
grown, but may much feet, 
although the average Jamaica 
feet.

gling bunches pointed fruits which 
are somewhat coarse compared 
with the Canary 
They can, however, withstand con- 
siderable amount handling without 
damage, and they can exported 
without crates they are the most 
popular for market purposes.

Musa Cavendishii, sinensis, 

commonly known the Chinese, 

Cavendish, Dwarf Canary Islands 
banana, native southern China, 
whence has been introduced the 
Canary Islands and many countries 
the East and elsewhere. The plant 
much smaller all respects than 
the “Gros Michel,” attaining height 
only feet, and this, to- 
gether with its robust habit, renders 
more capable withstanding vio- 
lent winds and hurricanes; is, 
consequence, adapted cultivation 
countries where these are likely 
eccur. Its fruit much smaller not 
only regards size bunch but also 
respect the individual fruits, 
which are short and not pointed 
the “Gros Michel;” when mature they 
are deep golden-yellow, the flesh 
“melting,” aromatic, and finer fla- 
vour than those “Gros Michel,” but 
the skin being more delicate liable 
injury during transport and for 
this reason the bunches are always 
exported crates. 

:The apparent stem the banana 
plant really consists the basal por- 
tions the leaf-stalks which over- 
lap form protective sheath 
the young leaves which develop 
within, and also serve the place 


woody stem support them. Dis- 
tinct leaf-stalks are formed above the 
sheathing bases which constitute the 
stem, and these support the large 
curving leaf-blades, fronds, which 
are often great size, attaining 
breadth feet. The real 
stem the plant thickened un- 
derground root-stalk, usually called 
the “bulb,” from which the leaves and 
flower-spike spring and which gives 
rise buds “eyes” from which new 
plants are formed. many buds 
“eyes” arise from each root--stock 
small colony plants would originate 
from single base they were all 
allowed develop, and each time 
would form root-stock its own. 

When mature, the plant produces 
inflorescence 
from the root-stalk and this emerges 
from the center the tuft leaves 
and ultimately becomes the bunch 
bananas. The inflorescence 
terminal spike with flowers arranged 
spirally cluster, each cluster pro- 
tected coloured bract. The 
flowers are different kinds; those 
the base are pistillate female 
flowers and eventually develop into 
banana fruits; those the upper por- 
tion are staminate, male flowers, 
which fall off, leaving scars the 
bare stalks; whilst few intermediate 
ones are either 
neuter flowers, the former developing 
only small useless fruits. The flower- 
spike first erect, but the weight 
the flowering head causes 
bend over and eventually point 
vertically downwards. 
which succeed the flowers are ar- 
ranged spirally the stalk groups

The diseased plants suddenly wilt, 
suffering from drought, and this 
followed rapid yellowing and sub- 
sequent browning the leaves, which 
eventually fall against the stem. Fin- 
ally the whole column falls and rots.

disease, control measures should 
adopted immedately the symptoms are 
detected and the affected plant should 
dug once and destroyed 
burning. The plants the immediate

should also destroyed as, although 
they may appear healthy, the prob- 
ability that their roots are attacked, 
and better any case sac- 
rifice them than risk spread 
the disease. The soil which the 
diseased plant was growing should 
limed and the cleared area (for 
distance chain all around) 
should fenced off complete- 
isolate it, and person should 
allowed enter the enclosure, 
the disease capable being spread 
soil adhering workers’ boots.

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Varieties Pecans for Florida 


Blackmon, Pecan Culturist 


Inquiries are constantly being made 
regard the varieties pecans 
best adapted different areas 
order best answer these 
inquiries and supply prospective 
planters with this information, those 
varieties which have given best re- 
sults and which seem most promising 
are herewith published. 

There has been much written and 
said about pecan varieties. Hardly 
meeting pecan growers 
without discussion this all-im- 
portant subject. Put the question 
any group growers, which 
are the best varieties pecans 
plant, and there will almost 
many opinions there are individ- 
uals. Some have had definitely suc- 
cessful results with variety one 
locality, while others have had op- 
posite experience with the same va- 
riety elsewhere. Widely varying re- 
sults have been obtained under differ- 
ent, and even under apparently sim- 
conditions. Therefore, anything 
that the writer may say regarding va- 
rieties may not agree with the opin- 
ions all growers, but general 
will found that these recommenda- 
tions will give good results, provided 
and other conditions are right 
and the orchard given the proper 
care. 

The varieties suggested are com- 
piled from the recommendations 
successful growers pecans dif- 
ferent vicinities the state, well 
the observations the writer. This 
means, new varieties may enter 
the field, some these may prove 
unprofitable. 

Pecan variety tests have not been 
made the Florida Experiment Sta- 
tion, but orchard was planted 
year ago for the purpose testing 
varieties exclusively. New varieties 
will added this planting they 
are introduced. 

simplify matters, the varieties 
listed are divided into two groups— 
those producing nuts large enough 
that 60, fewer, make pound, and 
those small that more than are 
necessary weigh pound. 

The Big Nut Group. 

SCHLEY the pecan that every- 
wishes grow, but, since 
susceptible pecan scab, the grower 
realize that the disease must 
controlled the trees will not ma- 
ture crop nuts every year. The 


nut medium large, thin-shelled, 
with plump kernel high quality 
and flavor that easily removed 
from the broken shell. moderate- 
productive and regular bearer and 
extensively grown northwestern 
Florida. 

STUART variety that has been 
widely disseminated and popular al- 
most everywhere grown. the 
present has proved free from 
scab. The nut medium large, 
moderately thick-shelled, enclosing 
plump kernel that breaks quite eas- 
ily removing from the shell. The 
tree moderately productive and 
regular bearer, quite generally 
grown over northern western 
Florida. 

SUCCESS has been planted exten- 
sively over the pecan belt Florida, 
but seems variable its suc- 
cess that the nuts fill well one 
area and not another. The nut 
large, moderately thick-shelled, and 
cracks well. When the nut well 
filled the kernel plump and good 
quality and flavor. The tree 
good grower, and productive. has 
not developed scab any extent. 
doubtless should planted the 
heavier and more fertile 
northern and western Florida, that 
seems the vicinity which 
does best. 

FROTSCHER another nut that 
does not fill out well, but has fruit- 
well many areas Florida. 
The nut large, with moderately 
thin shell and plump kernel fair 
quality and flavor. The tree only 
moderately productive, sometimes be- 
ing reported shy bearer. has 
not developed scab any extent. 

PABST has been planted several 
counties western Florida and has 
proved quite successful. The nut 
large and rather thick-shelled and the 
kernel plump with good flavor and 
quality. This variety has shown 
tendency scab. The tree good 
grower and productive. 

The Nut Group. 

The following varieties the small- 
nuts should give good results. Many 
growers claim greater returns from 
the smaller nuts than from the larger 
ones, claiming increased production. 

CURTIS the smaller nuts 
that has proved successful many 
areas the ‘pecan belt. The nut 
small medium, thin-shelled, cracks 
well and has plump kernel high 


quality and excellent flavor. has 
not developed scab any extent. 

MOORE popular variety ma- 
vicinities, being heavy producer 
nuts that crack out plump kernel 
good quality and flavor. The trees 
generally begin bear early 
age. This variety has shown ten- 
dency scab. 

KENNEDY variety which, like 
the Curtis, originated Orange 
Heights. has proved valuable 
the eastern part the pecan belt 
Florida. The nut medium size. 
The shell moderately thick, but 
cracks well, and the kernel plump. 
Flavor and quality are good. 
slightly susceptible scab. 

RANDALL profitable variety 
central and northern 
prolific, with medium-sized nut, av- 
erage thick shell, and plump kernel 
that comes out whole. The quality 
and flavor are good. This variety 
scabs but little. 

MONEYMAKER popular many 
areas the state. The nut medi- 
size, shell rather thick, kernel 
moderately plump and good flavor 
and quality. The tree productive. 
This variety free from 
present. 

One should not make the mistake 
planting too many varieties pe- 
cans, few well-chosen ones can 
looked after and taken care 
best advantage, thus bringing about 
greater production nuts that can 
marketed most economically. Three 
four the varieties named above 
when planted any orchard 
should give good results.

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New Citrus Aphid Control- 


Over many areas Florida, par- 
ticularly the northern and central 
portions the citrus belt, the new 
citrus aphid increasing rapidly 
that growers are much concern- 
ed. The infestation the present 
time not general over the groves. 
the contrary, most the aphids 
are confined comparatively few 
trees, but these trees are often heavily 
infested. One may inspect hundred 
trees without finding single aphid 
and then find bunch trees where 
the infestation very heavy. 

Another important factor 
there are present comparatively 
few winged forms among them. This 
makes the present very propitious 
time apply control measures. 
grower can spot dust his grove 
small cost, and probably postpone ma- 
terially the time general infesta- 
tion the grove. The experiences 
last year indicate that the most 
critical time the first flush growth 
the spring when blossoms are un- 
folding and setting fruit. the ap- 
hid can kept down reasonable 
numbers during this period great 
deal will gained, the depreda- 
tions are much more important 
this time than later when the fruit 
set and has attained size. 

Growers are strongly 
spot dust their groves this time, 
through their groves two 
three times week and dust all ap- 
hids found. The leaves curl quick- 
after the aphids attack them that, 
with little training, one can learn 
pick out the infested trees 
glance. 

Most the successful dusting done 
Experiment Station workers has 
been with nicotine-sulphate dust con- 
taining least per cent nicotine. 
The growers can make 
selves mixing pounds nicotine 
sulphate with 100 pounds hydrated 
lime they can buy already mixed. 
The cyanide dusts also appear 
valuable for this spot dusting. 


control measures are not taken 
now, appears that general infes- 
tation the groves may expected 
this coming spring, with great deal 
damage both foliage and fruit 
resulting. The aphids are entirely 
capable causing most the blos- 


soms drop without setting fruit. 

Last year the aphids caused much 
the fruit that clung full 
little bumps. The oranges outgrew 
this large extent but not entire- 
ly. These bumped oranges still show 
considerable roughness. The badly 
curled leaves resulting from the at- 
tacks these aphids are incapable 
satisfactorily performing the func- 
tions leaves, and has been ob- 
served that the injury sufficient- 
severe the twig permanently 
stunted. that case growth does not 
continue from the terminal bud, but 
from lateral bud branching out near 
the base the injured part. Another 
serious feature infestation this 
aphid that purple scale develop- 
ing the leaves curled last summer. 
almost impossible reach with 
oil emulsion spray the purple scale 
inside these curled leaves. 


Many the parasites are much 
evidence. This particularly true 
the syrphus fly larvae. possible 
that they will able control the 
infestation, but growers are not ad- 
vised depend any such possi- 
bility. Present indications point 
severe infestation this 
spring. The hymenopterous parasites 
are apparently doing better than last 
year. Recent inspections revealed 
some emergence holes, showing that 
they were able complete their de- 
velopment the aphids. Lady beet- 
les, however, are not much evi- 
dence present.

spirea. There not enough spirea 
Florida account for the large num- 
ber aphids now coming out the 
citrus, but undoubtedly the presence 
spirea about orange grove 
constitutes danger the citrus, and 
the entomologist the Florida Ex- 
periment Station strongly recommends 
its destruction citrus communities. 
One the most common species 
spirea the “Bridal Wreath.”

find any aphids citrus during the 
last few weeks, because the lack 
new growth, but careful search 
spirea always revealed them.

PLANTING. Have holes large enough. Prune tops rather severely. 
Clip off bruised and withered roots. Keep crown slightly above 
level with lateral roots straight and nearly horizontal. Wash 
soil around roots, pack firmly, water well, and mulch. Repeat water- 
ing before soil gets dry down roots. Inspect every week ten days. 

CULTIVATION should always shallow where tree roots are 
growing. Fit discs with spools prevent cutting over inches 
depth. Acme harrow generally best for light cultivation. blades 
best for troublesome grass, etc. For young trees during growing sea- 
son cultivate tree rows. After summer rains start discontinue cultiva- 
tion for about six weeks allow cover crop start and then begin 
working tree rows again. Continued cultivation often destroys humus 
tree rows. For bearing trees working the fertilizer should 
sufficient for getting quality fruit provided water can supplied 
during dry periods. necessary maintain dust mulch during dry 
weather. 

PLOWING should not usually over inches deep where tree 
roots are growing. sure plow sharp and that the land slide and 
heel and are not worn out. disc harrow with spools may often 
used better advantage than plow. 

Fertilizer should always scattered evenly and far out 
roots extend, and slightly beyond they not meet the middles. 
Examination will show that tree roots run out surprisingly far, even 
young trees. Broadcast groves where bearing trees are any 
size. Never apply narrow bands close trees. Give trees enough 
but not too much, 

SPRAYING. least 200 lbs. pressure necessary for best results. 
Wet BOTH sides leaves and ALL twigs and branches. Insect pests 
are found nearly all parts trees. important keep 
mind that rust mites are often numerous tender leaves and twigs 
when not many are found the fruit, and that they may attack 
the fruit during the winter early spring. Use oil emulsion for 
scales and white flies and for removing sooty mold; lime-sulphur 1-70 
for mites and spiders; lime-sulphur 1-40 Bordeaux-oil for scab, use 
the Spring; Bordeaux-oil for melanose, use the Spring after bloom 
has dropped and finish May 5th. applying Bordeaux-oil cover 
foliage and young fruit, present, (some dead wood will also 
covered) and plan for THOROUGH oil spraying the last June 
early July. Sulphur dust kills rust mites and weather hot kills 
spider mites also. THOROUGHNESS and using RIGHT material 
the RIGHT time give results that pay. 

PRUNING young trees should usually restricted remov- 
ing root-stock sprouts and dead wood. Prune older trees moderately 
inside. Remove all dead weak wood. Make all cuts close parent 
limb trunk, leaving stubs sharp angles. Paint larger cuts 
with tar paint. Tar has the advantage not cracking. 

BLUESTONE, when applied the soil, should scattered out 
evenly (as recommended for fertilizer) and left top ground. 

BANKING YOUNG TREES should completed the first 
December. sure there trash near the tree and that wood 
lice are not already present around crown roots. Then build the 
bank, using soil dry possible and free from trash. Inspect banks 
after each rain high wind they are often washed down, exposing 
the trunks, and the trees moving the wind may expose trunks below 
top banks.

they surrendered. 

The early history and earliest maps 
Spanish explorers show only one 
place named, that Cape 
was thought this place was named 
after some Spanish officer, the 
name Canaveral Spanish com- 
posite (Cana) meaning cane 
sugar cane and (veral) meaning 
field old field. Therefore this 
translation reveals that either 
the Indians some early Spaniards 
cultivated maize sugar cane 
field near the present site Cape 
Canaveral 1566. 

1760 the English Crown took 
over Florida from Spain and govern- 
this state for twenty years, until 
1780.

They lived squat- 
ters, occupied chiefly fishing, cul- 
tivating the soil and raising small 
orange groves from 1780 the great 
freeze Florida 1836.

With the thrift and enterprise that 
has always marked the life Mr. 
Albert Faber, brought realiza- 
tion the first frame house ever built 
Brevard county. Buying the lum- 
ber Jacksonville, rafted down 
from New Smyrna and built his house, 
suitable home for the wife had 
won—the daintiest, 
along the Indian river that time— 
Barbara Jayner, who, when little 
girl, learned bait her hook for 
sums the cane patch. 

From these days pioneering down 
the present long stretch 
time, filled with memories happy 
intermingled with struggles al- 
most too burdensome bear. The 
hard storm swept everything 
its path, tearing the frail homes 
these struggling settlers and strew- 
ing the ocean beach across from 
here the wreckage the big ocean 
vessel, Ladona, which went pieces 
the gale. “It’s ill wind that 
blows nobody good,” for many the 
settlers obtained liberal supplies from 
that wreckage. 

The high cost living did not con- 
cern this pioneer family, for when 
they wanted meat they killed fat 
bear cub, deer some the wild 
roamed about the doors 
their palmetto shacks.

lar, for did not the Jayner’s have big 
sugar cane patch which supplied them 
with the best molasses?

Country. 

The first maps Florida and all 
its written history during the French, 
Spanish and English periods con- 
trol from 1513 1821 show explora- 
tion down the 
Coast from Fernandina New Smyr- 
na. After the failure Turnbull’s 
colony New Smyrna, that stretch 
land south New Smyrna Fort 
Pierce and Fort Dallas was vast 
wilderness. record made from 
1780, when Turnbull quit New Smyr- 
na, until the Seminole war 1835 
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with the Army outposts Fort 
Pierce and Fort Dallas, now the city 
Miami. few squatters and early 
settlers isolated spots homesteaded 
here and there one hundred and sixty 
acres. more than sixty people 
lived this stretch those 
years intervening from 1780 1835. 
The isolation this rich territory 
beckoned the pioneer 
who came boat down the Atlantic 
coast, the inland streams the 
St. Johns and crossed the country 
the Indian River. roads, only In- 
dian trails, furnished 
these first settlers. The country was 
still full warring Seminoles who 
harassed the pioneers constantly. 


The fortune that Henry Flagler 
had built through his masterly di- 
rection the early period the 
Standard Oil Company, left him 
the age fifty position seek 
rest, recreation and recuperate the 
health both himself and his wife. 

The first view old St. Augustine, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Flagler traveled 
over small narrow-gauge railroad 
the Green Road, from South 
Jacksonville, thirty-six miles, was 
anything but alluring.

Recent inspection tours entomol- 
ogists into the citrus belt Florida 
reveal the fact that the new citrus 
aphid breaking out again. Damage 
done this pest 1924 convinc- 
ing evidence that effective efforts 
should taken promptly prevent 
its general spread. fact, those who 
have made study it, are convinced 
that the wise thing “jump 
its neck right now with both hob- 
nailed boots.” 

Spot dusting with nicotine-sulphate 
dust the control measure recom- 
mended Profs. Watson and 
Berger, entomologists the 
Florida Experiment Station and State 
Plant Board. This should done 
promptly. soon infestation 
the aphids are located the grove, 
then the time after them. 
Dust them thoroughly. Attempt 
kill every single individual. Leave 
not single one. 

Dusting them right now advis- 
able for least three reasons. First, 
means getting them the start, 
nip the bud.” Second, there 
but few the aphids that have 
wings right now; they cannot get 
away easily they can later on. 
Third, dusting cost less 
money and time than later when the 
aphid may widespread. 

Farmers can make their own dust 
mixing together with machine 
mixer pounds nicotine sulphate 
and 100 pounds hydrated lime. They 
may buy this material already mixed, 
they care to.

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Dummitt Grove-The Original 
Indian River Orange Grove 


The earliest history chronicled 
the historians the Spanish expedit- 
the new world mention the 
finding wild orange trees their 
marches through Florida the 16th. 
century. The Spaniards had conquer- 
the Aztecs Mexico, Columbus, 
Ponce Leon, and Navarez had all 
the West Indian islands be- 
fore sailing conquer and explore 
Florida. Did these expeditions bring 
sweet orange seeds from Spain 
the West Indies? 

and his colony evident- 
brought over seeds the various 
varieties sweet Mediterranean cit- 
rus fruits. The wild orange was un- 
doubtedly native Florida soil but 
all authorities and every indication 
bears out the theory that the sweet 
orange was importation. There 
authentic folk lore among the 
stories from the original Indian 
tribes who inhabited the peninsula 
which would point the existence 
and use sweet oranges prior the 
coming the Spanish explorers. 
know from the earliest explorers 
Florida that food the Indians con- 
sisted fish, oysters and wild game.

have authentic records from 
the archives the Spanish crown 
and church which record the orange 
groves around St. Augustine after 
the settlement Menendez 1545.

Undesirable Immigrants 

Quite another class insect pests 
are those which have been accident- 
ally introduced into America through 
commerce plants bearing infesta- 
tions such pests from other lands, 
principally the Old World. Many 
these pests are the greatest im- 
portance, such the San Jose scale 
fruit trees, the Hessian fly, the 
Japanese beetle, the Gypsy moth, the 
European corn borer, the Oriental 
peach moth, the alfalfa weevil, and 
many others. their native coun- 
tries most these insects were not 
pests great importance, but im- 
mediately have become such their 
new home America because the 
lack the natural restraining influ- 
ences which were left behind when 
these insects were removed Amer- 
ican soil. Pests this class often 
immense damage before they are 
gotten under control, and the entom- 
ologists the Federal service are 
constantly engaged warfare 
comprehensive scale against these un- 
desirable immigrants.
